To Aid Unemployed 


Suggestion Made To Establish Mov- 

able Camps In Each Province 

Acting on Bishop Doull’s sugges- 
tion that “immediate action is neces- 
sary with regard to the unemploy- 
; ment problem,” the Anglican Synod, 
the Diocese of Kootenay, B.C. after 
lengthy debate, adopted a resolution 
prepared by M. F, Tunbridge, a re- 
tired member of the bar and a grad- 
uate of Oxford, which asks that “as 
a means of permanent relief against 
actual distress amongst the unem- 
ployed who are willing to work, that 
moveable camps be established in 
several parts of each province; that in 
the said camps shelter, bed, board 
and clothing be supplied to those in 
distress who apply; that the said 
camps be conducted by an Officer in 
charge who shall have full control; 
that all receiving relief be required to 


work unless physically unable to do 
so; that in addition to the work in 
the construction, extension and 
maintenance of camps, work be 
provided in road building and repair, 
land clearing, and other such work of 


_| public utility so far as such work may 


be undertaken without detriment to 
settlers and other ‘cities largely de- 
pendent upon it for a livelihood.” : 

It is set out that supplies for such 
camps be purchased at lowest prices 
in large quantities so that all work 
done in preparation for it may be 
done by those seeking employment 
and that all work about the camps 
be done by the men. 

It was decided to send copies of 
the resolution to the Dominion and 
provincial governments, to boards of. 
trade and to other bodies likely to be 
influential in forming public opinion 
on this subject.

Western Canadian agriculture is 
drifting into peasant proprietorship, 
the Canadian Political Science Asso- 
ciation, in annual meeting at Ottawa, 
was told by, Henry Spencer, M.P. 
the discussions following several pa- 
pers on agricultural problems. 

A suggestion that diversified farm- 
ing for the homé market protected 
by tariffs, as against specialized pro- 
duction for the foreign market, 
not received with approval by western 


economists who spoke. One Manitoba | 


expert pointed out the water short- 
age, while others dealt with uncer- 
tain market conditions, It was stated 
that mortgage companies were faced 
with the problem of continuing farms 
thrown on their hands. They did not 
want to put in tenant farmers; they 
were. financial, not agriculture con- 
cerns, 

Mr. Spencer said the only way 
mixed farming in the west could ex- 
pand was by guaranteed prices for 
the products. Butter in the west was 
now 12 cents a pound, and eggs 5 
cents a dozen. 

Taxation of farm lands was also 
discussed. The farmer, it was said, 
paid more than his share of taxes; 
his wages were lowest of all and the 
only way out for some farmers seem- 


ed to be through the bankruptcy 
court. 


C. G, Coote, M.P., said the only way 
out was a revision of the monetary 
system. He questioned whether it 
was) wise to continue the gold stand- 
ard, The banks might have to be 
generaous enough to reduce interest 
rates from ‘nine to four per cent. 

Prof. MacIntosh, of Queen’s Uni- 
’ versity, declared the farmers’ income 
would have to be raised and all the 
economists who took part in ‘the dis- 


search in the agricultural industry. 
Mr. Coote thought there had per- 
haps been too much research in pro- 
duction and not enough in seeking to 
ensure a fair return to the farmer. 
“The farmers of Canada are—will- 
ingly or unwillingly—providing cheap 
food for the rest of the country with- 
out paying wages to themselves com- 
parable to wages in other industries.

Prof. J, E. Latimer, of Macdonald 
College, thus informed the gathering. 
He declared this situation explained 
the lack of purchasing power and the 
slowness of collections which render-

The farmer and his family put in 
overtime, night work, Sunday work— 


but the recompense did not mean| 


more than'22% cents an hour. The 
yearly earnings of employees in agri- 
culture amounted to only 55 per cent. 
of the general average of. earnings in 
manufacturing. 

Prof. Lattimer. declared, however, 
that the present depression was not 
merely a_ post-war development. 
Among the factors he held to be in- 
volved were: increased commercial- 
ization of farming; greater specializa- 
tion in the industry; greater use of 
machinery; local organization of the 
industry and the greater influence of 
violent fluctuations in the general 
price level on farming than on other 
industries. 

Prof. R. W. Murchie, of Manitoba 
Agricultural College, discussed the 
sociological aspects of the agricultur- 
al problem and deplored the preval- 
ence of quack sociologists and rural 
social uplifters. 

Six standard text books on rural * 
sociology, said ‘Thrift is character- 
istic of the rural people.” Prof. 
Murehie contended the opportunity to 
spend was the test of thrift and the 
farmer had little money.

the report of the census of 1871, a 
volume designed to start the new

Prizes For Remounts. 
To Stimulate Interest In the Breeding 
Of Horses Of the Right Type 

Major the Hon. Robt. Weir, Federal 
Minister of Agriculture, has author- 
ized the payment of: monies totalling 
$825 to owners of horses used by 
Canadian, cavalry units during the 
1931 training season to be distributed 
as prizes to be awarded on suitability 
of horses for army remount purposes.

Wireworms cause very heavy losses

Practically All Richer In This 
Respect Than Other Foodstuffs 
Much has been said and published 

as to the vitamin potency of cod liver 

oll, but average folk have not prob- 

ably heard so much about the vita- 


min content of fish olls generally. As} 


Norwegian sctentists have reported, 
however, the vitamin content of “the 
various fish oils . . exceeds that 
of every other product which has 
hitherto, been examined, both tn ant- 
mal and vegetable kingdoms.” 
Experiments made by H. N. Brock- 


lesby, now Acting: Director of the 
Dominion's Fisheries . Experimental 
Station at Prince Rupert, B.C., 


showed that commercial pilchard ofl, 
which is produced in very large quan- 
tities in British Columbia, ts “a po- 
tent source of vitamin ‘D.’” United 
States chemists have found: that tuna 


|} and pilchard oils are “as good as, or 


better than, cod liver ofl in vitamin 
‘D,’” and that salmon oil Is as potent 
in this vitamin as some grades of 
medicinal cod liver oll. Other similar 
data as to the vitamins in fish might 
be cited. 

Different fish vary, 
vitamin content, but all of them ap- 
parently are richer in this 
than most other foodstuffs, 
the family which has fish foods 
regularly on the table may be sure of 
having in the diet these vitamin sub- 
stances which are so effective in keep- 
ing people strong and healthy. They 
have the further dietary advantage, 
moreover, that they are generally 
more easily digested than a good 
many other foods, More than sixty 
varieties of fish and 
available from Canadian waters and, 
properly cooked, they make very 
tasty dishes. Carelessly cooked, no 
food is tasty.St. Thomas Times-
